(1) The name is that of the originator. 

(2) The first number, always with three digits, designates the 
size of the florets. 

(3) The second number designates the year in which the variety 
was introduced. 

(4) The third and last number indicates the number of days — 
from date of planting needed on the average for the bulbs to 
produce bloom. p 


(5) For example - ABU HASSAN reads as follows: "(Holland) 378-47-77. 
Interpreted, the variety was originated in Holland. The 378 
means that the flower is of medium size. The 47 means it was in- 
troduced in 1947, the 77 means that under right conditions the 
Abu Hassan bulbs will come to bloom 77 days after planting. 


(6) Explanation of the number indicating sizes: Glad blooms are 
classified in five sizes. The first digit in the size numbers 
indicate these sizes. If the first digit is one (1) the flow- 
ers will measure less than 24 inches, and are known as minatures. 
If the first digit is two (2) the florets measure 24 inches to 
3%, and are called "small". If the first digit is three (3) 
the floret measures 3i to 4 3/8 inches and are called "medium". 
If the first digit is four (4) the flower measures 4% inches to 
5 3/8 and is called "large". If the first digit is five (5) the 
flower measures 54 inches and larger, and is called "giant". The 
last two digits indicate colors, which are stated in the variety 
descriptions.
